For some reason, - we seem to 


swing from one extreme to the 
other. 


During the time when Poultry- 


le$s Days were in effect, people 
held on the farm hens that really 
should have been sold, because 
they felt the price was too low. 


ICow people are selling- them like 


mad, and— as a result—they are 
forcing the market still lower. 


When- the ban on poultry was 


lifted, farm organizations promis- 
ed the government they would en- 
courage the close culling of flocks. 


I: think that was- a fair agreer 


ment'and I think -close culling is 
good ; business. 


But; close culling is one thing. 


Selling. off entire laying flocks — 
everr-tiie pullets — is something en- 
tirely different. And that's what 
too many people are doing.

don't think anyone would do it if 
he stopped to figure. 


Figure Feed Cost Per Dozen 
For instance, a produce man 


wrote me. last week that a farmer 
told him it was costing as much 
to. feed his hens as he was getting 
,for his eggs.^ He thoughtJie'd sell 
them. 


The produce 'man/ pulled out his 


pencil and said, "Now wait just 
a minute. Let's do a little figur- 
ing." 


The farmer., told him what he 


figured his corn and oats were 
worth arid what he was paying for 
his supplement. . He told Mm how- 
much Ms hens were eating every- 
day and they figured out the value 
of the feed.' 


"And now, how many eggs are 


you getting?" the produce man 
asked; 


The farmer told him. 
(His flock 


was7 in- 60 per cent: production). 


Dividing the cost of the feed by 


the number of dozen eggs, they 
found that the feed to produce a 
dozen eggs was actually costing 
— how much would you say? The 
answer they got -.vas 25 cents a 
dozen! 


"I'll be gosh-darned!" the. farm- 


er said. "Jf you'd told me that," 
I'd have~ said you didn't know 
what you were talking about. But 
that's what it is! 


"I know how much feed my 


hirds are eating. 
I know what 


it's worth. And I know I'm get- 
ting that many -egg's.' So that 25 
cents a dozen is right 
I just 


never figured it out that way "Be- 
fore. It looks OK," he said. "Guess 
maybe I'll just cull out the poor- 
est birds and sell them. Maybe 
I can get that production up" to 
70 per cent. If I can do that, I 
can shave -that feed cost another 
couple of cents, can't I?" ; 


He can. And you can. And 


that's \vhat counts — the feed cost 
per dozen eggs.

hungry, ' are always boasting of 
their priceless service to the men 
who drive those motorized box 
cars over the icy highways—the 
likes of Air. Mitchell. If they have 
done so much to earn their enor- 
mous pay ancl lavish expenses and 
the loyal attachment of the little 
people, as Mrs. Roosevelt called all 
you Mitchells again, recently, that 
service doesn't show m your own 
report on the financial condition 
of. your family. You don't need a 
union these days to get your pay 
up to $55 a week for, five days of 
11 or 12 hours.

Cold Weather Brings 


Hazards for Horses 


Cold weather brings four haz 


ards against which horse owners 
should ,bo on guard, the illinoii 
State Veterinary association warn 
ed today. 
Horses should have a 


good grade of roughage, get drink- 
ing-water at least three times a 
day with the chill removed, and 
also should be given exercise every 
day. 
Colic-like conditions should 


be guarded against by rubbing 
horses dry after exposure and giv- 
ing them a little water and hay 
but withholding grain for an hour 
or two. 
If colic develops, treat- 


ment varies widely, depending on 
the type of colic and the condition 
of the animal. 


Mange-'mites and lice consti- 


tute the other cold weather health 
problems for horses. 
The best 


mange preventive is a nicotine dip 
which must be used correctly be- 
cause it can be highly toxic to 
horses. 
Various preparations will 


clean up mites, used according to 
the proper method required.
